THE GAUGE QUESTION. 

We give to-day an article from the 
pen of Hon. B. F. Moore, of this city, 
upon the power and jurisdiction of 
the legislative department of the 
State over the regulation of the 
gauge of railroads, dc. 

For the surrender of our entire 
editorial space no apology is deem- 
ed necessary,for the matters discuss- 
ed are of prime and vital impor- 
tance. 
THE POWER AND JURISDIC- 

TION OF THE LEGISLATIVE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE 
OVER THE REGULATION OF 
THE GAUGE OF RAILROADS, 
ILLUSTRATED AND SHOWN 
BY THEIR USE AND EMPLOY- 
MENT AS MEANS OF COM- 
MERCE. 


By Art. 1. Sec. 8. cl. 3, of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, the 
Federal Government, through Con- 


gress, possesses the supreme aud ex- 
clusive power to regulate its com- 


merce with foreign nations, and 
among the States, and with the In- 
dian tribes, and each of the several 
States possesses equally, and as su- 
premely, the sovereign power to 
regulate its own internal com- 
merce. “The power of Congress,”’ 
says Chief Justice Marshall, ‘* does 
not stop at the jurisdictional lines of 
the several States. If a foreign 
voyage may commence, or terminate 
at a port within the State, then the 


power of Congress may be exercised 
within a State.’”’ In like manner, 
where a river, as the Mississippi, 
which is entered from the ocean, runs 
through Louisiana, along the borders 
of several States, and with the tribu- 
taries such as the river Ohio, opening 
navigable waters to a port of eutry in 
the State of Ohio, Congress has com- 
mercial jurisdiction over itsentire wa- 
ters from the ocean to its highest port 
of entry. But whenever a river lies 
wholly within one State, and has no 
navigab'e outlet for foreign commerce 
or continuous track of commerce be- 
tween her and a sister State, the com- 
merce is wholly internal; and the 
State within which it lies has supreme 
jurisdiction over its navigation.— 
Gibbons v Ogden, 9 wh. 1, Veazie v 
Moor 14, Hou. 568, Gilman v Phila-

While such rivers as the Mississip- 

i, with its navigable tributaries, il- 
ustrate the powers of Congress over 
external commerce, that of the Pe-

vessel or boat are wholly within the 
control of the authority lawfully ex- 
ercising the power of regulating that 
commerce. 

The canals of a state which are ex- 
clusively used within its limits are 
internal, and constitute a navigation 
regulated by the state alone, Veazie v 
Moor supra. 

Rail.oads are now as much the 
means of commercial transportation, 
as are, or have been, canals, or iter- 
nal rivers, like the Penobscot of 
Maine; andifany other modes of 
transporting commerce should be- 
come feasible and be used for that 
purpose, within a state, that state 
would have the same right to regu- 
late their size, capacity, material of 
construction, and all other qualities 
and adaptations for use, employment 
and safety; because the state must 
regulate its internal commerce, 
whether carried on by water, by 
riilroads,canals, or other means. Vea- 
gie v /foor supra. 

The jurisdiction of the state in re- 
gard to its infernal commerce, as 
well as that of the United States in 
regard to commerce not internal, is 
over the subject matter, and not 
merely over the vehicle of transporta- 
tion. Gibbons v Ogden, supra. 

The gauge of the track of a railroad, 
the material of which it may be built, 
the height and form of cars used, 
their speed for passenger and for 
freight cars, whether oyer bridges or 
the land, through the country, or the 
streets of a city, by day or by night, 
unless there be some express coatract 
between the company and the State, 
are, atalltimes, under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State. Yea, itmay be 
safely asserted, that even if there 
were acontract, and the privilege 
given thereby to a company should, 
upon trial, be found to endanger hu- 
man life, it may, and should, be 
withdrawn; all grants by the sover- 
eign, which may tend to endanger 
and destroy human life, without au 
overwhelming necessity forthe com- 
mon welfare of humanity, are void. 

Assuming then, that where there 
is no contract between the sovereign 
and a Railroad Company as to the 
width of the gauge, and that the 
company, while unfettered by legis- 
lative restraint, may select its own, 
provided it do not select such an one 
as will endanger human life, the 
question arises, had the Legislature 
the powerat any time thereafter to 
regulate the gauge for the benefit of 
the internal commerce of the State? 
It will be conceded in such cases, 
that, if the gauge has not been adop- 
ted and established, the Legislature 
may prescribe it, because when there 
is no stipulation as to the gauge 
there is no contractto be impaired 
by prescribing one. But let us sup- 
pose that where noneis stipulateda 
certain gauge has been adopted and 
used by the company which is alleg- 
ed to be hostile to the commercial 
interests of the State, it is manifest 
that no power othe: ¢ 1an that of the 
Legislature can deciareit to be so; 
and, in the absence of a — con- 
tract to the I insist that 
that power may prohibit its use, and 
prescribe the use of a different one. 

Such legislative action might seem 
to be a hardshipon the company, as 
no gauge was specified in the charter 
to be adopted by the company. But 
suppose that the company under its 
latitude of discretionary power which 
during its existance had been gov- 
erned and directed by a State directo- 
ry, had established a gauge with 
which the Legislature was satisfied, 
as promotive of the commercial in- 
terest of the State,and of which it had 
never complained; and on a sudden, 
that gauge, without the permission 
of, or consultation with, the Legis- 
ture, or even the State directory, 
should be changed, by a lessee of the 
Railroad, tothe great detriment of 
the commercial interest of the State; 
is there any cause on the part of the 
lessee to complain of a hardship im- 
posed by the State, if the Legislature 
should command the lessee to restore 
the gauge, which the State had re- 
cognized as satisfactory and beneti- 
cial to its commerce during its entire 
existence for nearly a third of a cen-

In the opinion delivered the 
Court says that *‘the rule with respect 
to the regulation of foreign com- 
merce, equally excludes from the 
regulation of commerce between the 
States and the Indian tribes, the con- 
trol over canals, or rail- 
roads, or the clearing and deepening 
of water courses exclusively within 
the States, or the management of the 
transportation upon and by means of 
such improvements.”’ 

The Federal Government, under its 
jurisdiction over commerce other 


than iuaternal, has constantly asserted 
its powers to control and prescribe 
the qualities of vessels for foreign 
commerce. No one doubts its power 
to enact that a certain number of life 
boats shall accompany every sea-go- 
ing vessel ofa certain tonnage; or 
that a specific number of life preser 
vers shall be carried on every passen- 
ger vessel; or that novessel shall run 
at sea unless it be ofa certain num- 
ber of tous; or that particular parts 
of a vessel shall be made of ceriain 
kinds of wood. In other words, the 
Federal Government may control the 
material, shape, structure and size of 
every vessel which floats on waters of 
whose commerce it has exclusive ju- 
risdiction. 

About the year——a _ steamboat 
on t ofthe Mis- 
sissip ver, and many passengers 
were ay becasuse the boat could 
not be moved to shore for the reason 
that the tiller hempen ropes were 
burnt. Under the power to regulate 
the general commerce on navagable 
waters, Congress passed a law re- 
quiring, among other provisions, 

ev ing passen- 
with wire til- 
er ropes, or 270m rods or chains for 
the purpose of steering and naviga- 
ting the vessel, and shall employ 
wire bell pulls for signalizing the en- 
gineer from the pilot house &c. 

Is it not equally certain that each 
State, which possesses an internal 
commerce, mayin the like manner 
exercise a similar control over the 
material, shape, structure, size and 
safeguards of the vessel running on 
its waters? 

The decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Gilman 
vs. Philadelphia, 3, Wall. 713, and 
Passaic bridges——ib 782, that it was 
discretionary with Congress whether 
it would-or would not assert its juris- 
diction of regulating commerce with- 
in the navigable waters of a State, 
even if those waters were navigable 
to their outlet in the ocean, does not 
affect the right of jurisdiction at all;

merce, affect vessels already built, 
equally with those thereafter to be 
built. The provisions regulating the 
number of passengers to be carried, 
and the heavy expenses required of 
each vessel for safety or conuvenlence 
of passengers, affected the boats and 
ships already built, as well as those 
to be built. Theactof the Legisla- 
ture which gave rise to the case of 
State vs. Matthews was one of very 
great importance in its day, and con- 
clusively illustrates the segislative 
power over the gauges of Railroads. 

Fractional paper currency, of all 
denommations, from 5 to 950 ceats, 
had been issued from the days of the 
Revolution till about 1816. It had 
little or no value beyond the State. 
In the progress of time it came to be 
regarded as an essential policy for se- 
curing a speciecirculation, that small 

per currency should be abolished. 
Uuder the influence of this policy, 
the legislative act of 1816, ch. 900, 
Rev. Code, of 1820, was passed, for- 
bidding the issue of due bills (asmall 
fractional currency) by persons or 
corporations. Just prior to this, to 
wit: in 1814, tae charter of the “Bank 
of Cape Fear’’ was renewed, and it 
was restricted against issuing bills 
less than one dollar. was the 

s. 


After that time, from 1830 to 1852 
there were chartered and organized 
at various times, ten banks, all of 
which were forbidden by their char- 
ters to issue bills less than three dol- 
lars, except ‘‘the bank of Fayettevilie.” 
In the charter ofthis bank no restric- 


‘ tion was imposed upon the size of its 


bills. It was chartered in 1848, and 
forthwith issued many bills less than 
three dollars. 

In the year 1856, the General As- 
sembly enacted that ‘‘no person or 
corporation shall pass or receive as a 
representative of, or a substitute for 
money, any bill of a bank less than 
three dollars y and any person or cor- 
poration who shall offend against 
this provision shall be deemed guilty 
neanor ; Rev. Code, Chap.

The fact, however, that a proper rege 
ulation of. the currency is essential to 
the prosperity of the commerce, in- 
ternal as wellas external, will be con- 
ceded by every statesman ; and would 
be very unwise fur the sovereign to 
part With the power ovéreither. 

The policy ofthe State, in regard 
to the injurious effects of fractional 
paper currency, was firm and inflex- 
ible at the passage of the charter of 
“the bank of Fayetteville.’’ Hence 
in order to sustain this policy, the 
settied rule of construing strictly the 
gvrants of sovereigns to corporations 
became manifest in expounding this 
charter. 

In the absence of all restriction on 
the size of the notes allowed to be 
issued by a bank, thisbank posse sed 
the power to issue bills of any sum 
and this was the more evident, bes 
cause in allthe preceding and suc- 
ceeding charters, (nine in number,) 
the size Was expressly restricted, A 
similar instanceof construction ex- 
ists in the regulation of foreign come 
merce, aud conrmerece between the 
States as grarted by the Federal con- 
stitution, When Cuouogress omitted 
a ert coutrol over its waters. 

in the case State vs. Matihews ante, 
C .ief Justice Pearson, in delivering 
his able and elaborate opinion, says: 
‘Ts authority to issue small notes 
conferred by the charter, as a part of 
the essence of the contract, with the 
intention to put it beyond the control 
of all future legislation ? or, is it con- 
ferred as a mere incident, with the 
intention that it should be subject to 
such limitation as the Legislature 
might at any time thereafter deem 
expedient to make for the purpose of 
regulating the currency of the State? 
This is a mere question of construc- 
tion and a plain statement seems ef- 
ficient to dispose of it. Wuth the ex- 
ception of the powers surrendered to 
the United States, each State is abso- 
lutely sovereign. With the excep- 
tion of the restraints imposed by tue 
Constitution of the State and the 
Bill of Rights, all legislative power 
is vested in the General Assembly. 
It is consequently unreasonable to 
suppose that the General Assem-. 
bly, admitting it has the power, 
would alien or surrender anu 
make subject toany individual or cor- 
poration, a portion of its sovereignty, 
and thereby disqualify itself from 
doing that for which these ampe 
powers are conferred on it. <As is 
said in McRae vs. W. R. R. Co.,2. Tre 
F&. 189, ‘‘we should hesitate loug be- 
fore bringing our minds to the con- 
clrs'on that it was the intention ofthe 
Legislature to take from itself the 
power of doing that for which all 
governments are organized—promo- 
ting the general welfare, by adop- 
ting such measures as a new state of 
things might make necessary for the 
benefit of the public; in other words, 
itis unreasonable to suppose an in- 
tention to surrender the means by 
which it may thereafter be able to 
effect the purpose tor which it was 
erected and formed into a govern- 
ment.’’ It follows, that to establish 
a contract on the part of the Legis- 
lature to relinquish any ot its powers, 
plain and urequivocal words must be 
used. For instance, if its charter 
authorizes a bank to lend money, 
and is silent as to the rate of interest, | 
the general law will fix it;and should 
the Legislature afterwards make 
the rate lower, the corporation as 
well as individuals will be bound. 
So, if a Railroad Company is authori- 
zed to carry passengers and freight, 
the Legislature may afterwards regu- 
late the speed at which the cars shall 
run, or may make it unlawful to car- 
ry gunpower on the same train with 


passenger cars; the sovereign 
being presumed reserve to 
itself the regulation of all 


such matters, in the absenceof an 
express contract tothe contrary. In 
looking over the statute by which 
this bank is incorporated, we find 
authority to issue notes given in gen- 
eral terms; and although it may be 
inferred that it Was then the policy, 
or rather that there was no purpose 
not to allow the issuing of small notes 
at that time, yet there is nothing 
which can be fairly construed asa 
contract on the part of the State not 
to change the policy, and afterwards 
p-ohibit their issue and circulation, 
There is no pledge to this effect. 
Nothing is said about the size of the 
notes to be issued. Thereare,in this 
respect, no words but those of ordi- 
nary legislation subject to be modi- 
fied at any time that it might be 
deemed expedient. ‘here are no 
words of contract used, and, in fact, 
no words which, by the utmost in- 
genuity and straining, can be made 
to imply a contract on the part of the 
Legislature that it will not at any fu- 
ture time regulate the currency, so 
as to prohibit the issuing circu. 
lation of small notes. ‘The persons 
who subscribed for stock in this bank 
had no right to supposethat the Leg- 
islature had tied its hauds in this 
particular.”’ 

The conclusiveness of this case, 
upon the point in question, is clearly 
shown by substituting the term char- 
ter of the N. C. R. R. Co, in the place 
of the charter of the Bank of Fay- 
etteville. The opinion will then liter- 
ally read thus: In thecharterof the 
N.C. Raiiroad Company we find au- 
thority given in genral terms to build 
a Railroad,and cars, and to doall othe 
er things necessary to _ transport 
freight and passengers, and although 
it may be inferred that there was ao 
purpose not toallow any gauge which 
might be adopted at that time, yet 
there is nothing which can be fairly 
construed as a contract on the part of 
the State not to change the policy and 
afterwards prohivit a gauge wholly 
in conflict with the interests of the 
State. There is no pledge to this ef- 
fect. Nothing is suid about the gauge 
to be used. There are in this respect 
no werds but those of ordinary legis- 
lation, subject to be modified at any 
time that it might be deemed expe- 
dient. There are no words of con- 
tract used. 

The well and long established rule 
of strictly construing the grants of 
franchises, so far as such grants may 
affect the intention of States and the 
federal govornment in conferring 
their powers on corporations, may be 
stated in the following language: 
corporation can exercise no pow- 
ers except those expressly conferred 
upon it, or which are incident to its 
existence.”

life and transportation, yet when 
the superior power assumes its 
jurisdiction over the matter the 
discretion is annulled and controlled. 
The construction of Railroads, their 
cars and their gauge must be control- 
led and regulated by some authority. 
The width of the gauge, the height 
of the axle, the elevation and height 
of the car, are all mathematically 
dependent on eachother for perfec- 
tion of the whole and for the safety 
of freight as well as the lives of pas- 
sengers, must be regulated by the 
circle within which should move 
the centre of gravity of the superin- 
cumbent weight. These as also 
the grade of the track, whether they 
affect the safety of life or property 
or the interests of internal commer- 
ce are subjects of legislative police, 
and are not presumed to be surren- 
dered absolutely to corporations 
Cooley on Const. Lim. 2d, ed. chap. 16. 
p. 572, and note.

There is no doubt, that the com- 
merce is altogether internal, when 
the navigable waters Jie wholly 
within a State ; nor that the State in 
such ,case has supreme jurisdiction 
over this commerce. And there is 
as little doubt, that the commerce 
is notinternal but is under the con- 
trol of Congress, where the navigable 
waters extend through two 
States. Now, when ae Railroad 
runs through two States with uniform 
gauge which is altogether under the 
control and management of one cor- 

ration, by consentof the two States, 
is or is not this railroad as mucha 
vehicle of commerce between, or (in 
the language of the Constitution) 
‘among the States,’’ as if it werea 
navigable water course? And if it 
be, does it pass under the jurisdiction 
of Congress? While [ forbear to 
debate the question, I deem it worthy 
of consideration. 

It will be observed, that I have 
said nothing which may call in ques- 
tion the correctness of the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the 
State, in regard to the change of the 
gauge ofthe N. C. Railroad. Jt is 
true, that the gauge of that road was 
not prescribed by the charter, but 
was selected by the directory of the 
company, alarge majority of whom 
were the appointees of the State, and
